PROSPECT OF AN EXTRA SESSION OF THE 
FIFTIETH CONGRESS,

Legislation for a Reduction of the Treasury 
Surplus—Hewitt’s Administration Bill— 
Morrison and the President—The Texas 
Senatorship—Minister Manning’s Friends 
Alarmed—News from the Natiqnal Capital 


By Telegravh to the Post-DIsPATcCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., December 24.—The 
adjournment for the holiday recess has a dis- 
couraging outlook for any legislation looking 
to the reduction of the Treasury surplus and 
has caused serious discussion in regard to the 
probability of the President calling an extra 
session. It is manifest that the antagonism be- 
tween the Morrison and Randall wings has 
deepened rather than lessened since Morri- 
son’s defeat last Saturday. A canvass of 
whet might be done to reduce the rapid 
growth of the present surplus shows 
that a majority could not be secured for 
any measure yet proposed. Randall’s proposi- 
tion to reduce the revenue by a reduction of 
the internal revenue tax upon tobacco and 
brandy has not met with the enthusiasm that 
was anticipated. A similar proposition was 
defeated at the last session, The proposition 
then was to take off the tax on alcohol used in 
the arts. The principal objection was that 
no means gould be devised to prevent. fraud 
where alcohol could be bought under a pre- 
tense and subsequently converted into bever- 
ages that were taxable under the law. The 
same argument holds good against fruit 
brandies, and few of the Randall men believe 
that he can get a majority for his proposed 
measure. For an item, Campbell and other 
Randall Democrats want the surplus reduced 
by large appropriations for coast defenses. 


But Mr. Cox, who is also in favor ofan exten- 
sive system of coast defenses, contends that it 
would be only a temporary expedient. Itis 
not probable that Randall or Holman would 
support any measure which would make an 
apparent increase in the appropriations, both 
of them having voted against the proposition 
last year. It is conceded that the President 
could make ashrewd political move by con- 
vening the Fiftieth Congress in April or May. 
By that time, in the absence of proper legisla- 
tion, the surplus will have reached alarming 
proportions, and the idle money in the Treas- 
ury, augmented by a monthly increase of 
seven oreight millions, withdrawn directly 
from the channels of trade, will cause serious 
apprehension.among the business men and 
financiers of the country. The labor rep- 
resentatives have been clamoring 
for an extra session, in order 
that they may secure some desired 
legislation. The President could thus kill 
two birds with one stone, and at the same 
time throw upon the legislative branch of the 
Government the responsibility of dealing with 
the surplus question. 

The Star last night said: ‘‘Oneof the high 
officers of the Treasu says he has no doubt 
of an extra session unless this Congress shall 
deal with the surplus question. He added 
that the President would not permit the peo 

le’s money to go on accumulating in the 

easury without — way of again putting it 
into general circulation until this subject 
could be reached by the next Congress at its 
regular session next year. This official ex- 
pressed the opinion that the President would 
convene the Fiftieth Congress within thirty 
days after the Fourth of March, should noth- 
ing be done in the way of relief for the Treas- 
ury by that time. He pointed out the evils 
that would attend a regularly increasing sur- 
plus, and remarked that the President could 
put the responsibility for continued neglect to 
provide against these dangers upon Congress; 
that he would call an extra session, and in a 
plain, straightforward message admonish 
Congress of its duty. Then, if diverse views 
upon the tariff continued to prevent remedial 
legislation, no blame could attach to the Ad- 
ministration.’’ 


Morrison and the President.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. December 2%. — Mr. 
Morrison was one of the few callers at the 
White House yesterday morning. It was the 
first time he had been inside the mansion 


grounds since the late elections. The rela- 
tionship between Mr. Morrison and the Presi- 
dent has not been the most cordial for some 
while. Mr. Morrison was given a much longer 
visit than is accorded to most members of the 
House. The conversation was confined to 
the tariff question exclusively. The President 
expressed his regret at the failure of the 
consideration of the bill, and was in hope 
that something could be done to bring about 
a revision of the tariffas had been promised 
by the party. Mr. Morrison said he had done 
ail he could do, and in view of the fact that he 
bad but a little while longer to serve in the 
House, he would not make another effort to 
bring the bill up. Mr. Cleveland asked Mr. 
Morrison what would be the fate of the bill to 
be proposed by Mr. Randall looking to a re- 
duction of the surplus. Mr. Morrison said he 
knew nothing of the proposed measure other 
than what he had read in the papers, but he 
was not inclined tothe belief that any such 
bill could be got through either branch of 
Congress. Mr. Morrison is of the im- 
pression that if his bill could 
not be considered it will be useless to 
attempt the consideration of any other bill 
having a bearing upon the tariff question. The 
opinion prevails that Mr. Randall is not sin- 
cere in his effort to reduce the —＋ for if 
he was he would take up the tariff bill which 
he introduced at the last session which pro- 
vides for tariff revision and a reduction of the 
surplus. Many of Mr. Morrison’s friends think 
that Mr. Randall, who has controlied a major- 
ity of the House, should now take up his t 
love before flying off after new measures which 
he proposes to furnish the House.

A sheaf of 
telegrams from Cabinet ministers and private 
friends have deen sent to Hartington in Rome 
urging him to return. He is expected here 
Sunday night. Salisbury has repeated his 
action of some time ago, and offered Harting- 
ton the Prime Ministership with himself for 
Foreign Secretary. Hartington’s decision, of 
course, cannot be made till he reaches Lon- 
don. The situation in any case is one of the 
most perplexing possibie. The Radical 
Unionists would not follow Hartington 
straight into the Tory Cabinet. The young 
Tories would not remain quiet under a 
Hartington ministry. With Chamberlain and 
Churchill playing the parts of candid friends, 
their supporters and opponents alike would 
make the front bench almost intolerable. The 
Unionists, foreseeing a dissolution and feeling 
their game is up, will be anxious to re-enter 
the Gladstone fold.

The Attorney of the Hendricks Association 
Surprised—The Judge Expresses Himself 
Forcibly—Application Made for a Reduc- 
tion in the Amount of Bail of Judges of 
Election—The Request Granted and Criti- 
cised. 


In the United States District Court this 
morning Judge Samuel J. Treat in a few sharp 
words administered a sort of left-handed 
rebuke to the Hendricks associa- 
tion, and the prominent Demo- 
cratic politicians, who at a meeting 
held afew evenings ago criticised the action 
of the Distriet Court and the Distriet- Attorney 
in fixing the bail of persons indicted for 
election frauds at what was considered an 
unnecessarily high figure. 

As stated in yesterday’s POST-DISPATCH 
Judge Treat was in no pleasant humor 


yesterday morning when the co convened 
and in hisremarks from the beuch intimated 
that the popular clamor’’ did not influence 


in any manner the actions of the United 
States District Court. mornin 
Mr. Thomas J. Skinker, whose prot- 
fered services as attorney for 


indictea Democrats were accepted at the Heu- 
dricks Association meeting, appeared in court 
and made application for a reduction in the 
amount of bail fixed in the case of Wm. Scott, 
one of the four men who have been in jail for 
several days. 


JUDGE TREAT 
heard the applications questioned the prisoner 
and order is bail reduced from ,000 to 
2.000. Mr. Skinker’s — * — in this 
case was apparently strictly proper and in 
accordance with the Judge’s ideas of legal 
practice. Emboldened by his success, 
Mr. Skinker then made a serious 
mistake by plunging ahead on the true object 
of his mission. e informed the Court that he 
represented not only the prisoner for whom 
he had just spoken, but the three other — 
of election, and he asked a general reduction 
in the bail at which they were held.

Discovery of Missing Evidence Concerning 
the Vast Merrit Estate.

THE MATTHEWS CASE. 

Backbone in a good cause is a good 
thing. Persistence in putting the Repub- 
lican Senators on record as opposed to the 
appointment of a colored Democrat 
against whose character and qualifications 
not a word can be said, might be a good 
thing under certain circumstances.

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CHURCHILL AND CHAMBERLAIN, 


CHURCHILL’S unexpected resignation 
was so instantly followed by the very sig- 
nificant speech of CHAMBERLAIN at the 
Birmingham Liberal council that the two 
events appear like connected parts of a 
prearranged programme.

We are confronted at the present time by a 
spectacle which is in itself sufficient to vindi- 
cate the course of the Globe- Democrat, and to 
show plainly why itis that Missouri is con- 
stantiy derided and reproached. A Grand- 
jury inthe United States Court, after patient 
and faithful investigation, has found indict- 
ments against a number of St. Louis politi- 
clans, mainly Democrats, for illegal and cor - 
rupt conduct at the recent election.

But the reinstatement of Mr. Benton and the 
refusal to reinstate Mr. Stone are in accord 
with no principle and are flagrantly inconsis- 
tent with the distinct declaration of the Presi- 
dent in the League letter. The letter in the 
case of Mr. Stone is in effect, although not in 
intention, an abandonment of the principle of 
reform, and asserts what is practically an im- 
possible distinction between permissible and 
non-permissible campaign speeches by such 
officers. * The only fair and practicable 
rule for office - holders during their 
term of office is ‘‘the quiet and 
unobtrusive exercise of individual 
rights.’’ This rule the President has abro- 
gated by the reinstatement of Mr. Benton, 
which is a reversal of the policy of reform, as 
is shown conclusively by the delight of Re- 
publicans, who point to it as proof either of 
Executive weakness or falsity, and by the 
shouts of Democratic enemies of the Admin- 
istration, hailing what they declare to be the 
sign of a surrender to the ‘‘spoils bosses’’ of 
their party. The confidence of reformers is 
necessarily shaken. not in the President’s 
convictions or parpose, but in his judgment. 
It is a step which is in every way unfortunate, 
for while it does not really conciliate his 
Democratic enemies. it does undoubtedly dis- 
turb and chill his independent friends.

At one time he ranaden at No. 40 
Bowery, and afterwards another on Broad- 
way. On one occasion, when the former place 
wab raided, Fatty threatened Policeman Han- 
afran, now retired, with a hammer and sub- 
sequently made his escape from the premises 
over a back fence. The house No. 8 Mulberry 
street, was at one time run by Walsh asa re- 
sort for disorderly people. He has come in 
disagreeable contact with the police on numer- 
ous occasions, and bas been under indictment 
at least once. An indictment against him was 
annulled less than a yearago. For years he 
has befriended crooks and blacklegs, and in 
many cases he has succeeded in getting them 
out of the law’s clutches, where they belonged.

One millionaire here, who has a 
most noted establishment and maintains 
the most luxurious style, admitted that 
he could not find anything he could make 
any use of in his household over $6,000 a 
month. Perhaps that will suit you better. 
We have lower and cheaper classes of 
millionaire goods, madame. We have an 
article we can sell at $1,000 a month, and 
if that doesn’t suit you we can offer you a 
millionaire’s establishment that costs 
$17.50a month. You wouldn't care to go 
lower, surely.
